The first such community 
school has now been Initi¬ 
ated at Washington Junior 
High School in Pasadena. 
There is some limited use 
of our schools in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre after-hours for sports 
and for meetings. But with 
the continuing growth of 
population, the pressures of 
traffic in regard to classes 
at PCC, and elsewhere out¬ 
side of town, it seems well 
worthwhile to consider 
planing for extended use of 
school buildings after hours. 

Not only is it likely that 
even after the building of a 
new youth canter and even¬ 
tually a new Civic Center, 
there will still be many 
needs unmet which a com¬ 
munity school could serve. 

In particular, in a con¬ 
stantly shifting socie t y 
which affects even Sierra 
Madre despite its core of 
loin'g-time residents, it 
would seem that anything 
which furthers a sense of 
Community, of constructive 
involvement with o n e’s 
neighbors, could contribute 
to the emotional well being 
and the stability of the com¬ 
munity’s citizens.

Christmas? 


The lights of the Christmas tree, most beautiful when 
reflected In the eyes of a child, will bring peace and 
joy to millions of homes again this season, as they have 
for centuries. 

But how did it begin? Why do we connect trees and 
lights with the birth of the Babe whom Christians con¬ 
sider the Messiah? 

There are several stories about the origin of the Christ¬ 
mas tree. People in Scandinavia once worshipped trees, 
and, they made evergreen trees part of Christian festivals 
when they became Christians. 

One legend tells how the first Christmas tree was 
shown in a miracle to the EngUsh missionary Winfrid (later 
called Boniface). More than 1,200 years ago, while travel¬ 
ing in what is now northern Germany, Winfrid found a 
group of heathens at an oak tree, about to sacrifice a child 
to the god Thor. 

Winfrid stopped the sacrifice and cut dovra the “blood 
oak.” As the oak fell, according to the legend, a young 
fir tree appeared. Winfrid said the fir was the tree of life, 
representing Chiist. 

The Germans probably were the first to decorate 
Christmas trees. They used stars, angels, toys, gilded nuts, 
and candies wrapped in bright paper, and later added 
tinsel and lighted candles. Scandinavians at one time 
trimmed their trees with little llag.s. Now they also use 
cookies, apples, and gilded nuts. 

In the United States and Canada, homemade paper 
ornaments, candy canes, and strings of cranberries and 
popcorn were popular before the arvent of shiny colored 
balls and strings of colored electric lights. 

Lights at Christmas represent Christ as the Light of 
the World. According to one story, Martin Luther put lights 
on his trees to represent the glory and beauty of the stars 
above Bethlehem on the night of Christ's birth. 

In the United States and Canada, many churches hold 
candlelight services on Christmas Eve. People in Ireland, 
leave a candle burning in the window. In The Netherlands, 
on the eve of Epiphany, poung men carry the Christmas 
star — actually a lantern containing lighted candles — as 
they stroll through the streets singing hymns and carols. 

No matter what the origin, the tree ablaze with lights 
is something we remember from our earliest childhood . . . 
and something the very youngest children will begin to 
learn this Christmas. 

Where Will It Stop? 

A new grocery store has opened in Brooklyn. In itself 
that would not he news, but this is a different kind of 
grocery store. It has been sponsored by the U.S. Office of 
Economic Opportunity and represents the opening of a 
new front in the poverty war. The grocery store in ques¬ 
tion is a nonprofit cooperative, which will use antipoverty 
funds to enter into competition with private enterprise. 

According to Barron’s, the National Business and 
Financial Weekly, government poverty funds are being used 
as the starting point for what amounts to a whole new 
retail distribution system -— a system that will be patterned 
after the cooperative outlet that has just opened in Brook¬ 
lyn. In the words of Barron’s, "All will use federal anti¬ 
poverty funds to set up shop in competition with private 
enterprise .... Already on OEO’s payroll are some 20,000 
‘aides’, operating out of 1,000 Community Action Centers. 
They are spreading the co-op gospel door-to-door, even as 
they begin to form the actual units.” 

These federally-sponsored cooperatives will not be con¬ 
fined to grocery stores. They will spread into all manner 
of goods and services. They will confront the taxpaying 
retail distributors with subsidized government competition 
on a scale that could well undermine the mass-distribution 
system that, as a partner to mass-production, has done so 
much to raise the American standard of living to its present 
eminence. 

Government entering business on this broad new front 
poses a threat to the basic principle of private property 
rights that could be revolutionary. The head of a national 
indedpendent business organization expressed the deep con¬ 
cern of many when he wrote the dirctor of the War on 
Poverty and asked, “how far do you intend to go in using 
the fruits of free enterprise to promote socialistic con¬ 
cepts?” On the answer to that question may depend the 
future of the American economic system as we have known 
it -— a system in which the taxpaying, private enterpriser 
has been the main source of support for govertiment. 

When the Spirit Dies 

Historians tell of a great Indian Chief who resided with 
his tribe in the Wallowa mountains in northeast Oregon. 
He was a leader of the Nez Perce Indians and was known . 
as Chief Joseph. As the white men moved into his beloved 
land, he resisted their encroachment with a skill and a 
stubbornness bom of desperation that gained him the ad¬ 
miration of friend and foe alike. He was finally placed 
on a reservation where he died in 1904. 

Of late, there has been some question whether he ac- , 
tually died in 1904 or at some later date. To one historian, 
the question is irrelevant because Chief Joseph, “From 
the time he was Incarcerated . .. and not permitted to 
return to Wallowa after the defeat of the Nez Perces by 
the U.S. Army ... he was just existing, his spirit had 
gone. The great man we tell of in history had died.” In 
short, when Chief Joseph was deprived of his freedom, he 
no longer desired to live. 

The artifical security of the reservation, where he 
was guaranteed three meals a day, was no substitute for 
freedom. Is there not a lesson in the story of Chief Joseph 
for all of us? We place a high value on material security 
— so high that we are permitting ourselves to be en¬ 
meshed in an intricate web of restrictions, taxes and wel¬ 
fare programs that one day may make us all Inmates of a 
vast reservation. Can our spirit accept Incarceration any 
more than that of the Indian Chief, who could not live 
without freedom?
